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CURRENT SITUATION: 
 

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 66 new fires reported.  One new large fire was 
reported in the Southwest Area.  Three large fires were contained, one each in the Eastern Great 
Basin Area, Southwest Area, and Southern Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported 
in Alaska, Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, and Kansas.

Weather Discussion:  A broad, stationary trough of low pressure will begin to weaken across the 
Pacific Northwest and Northern Rockies while a weak area of high pressure approaches the west 
coast.
